BOB  BRANDT  (J.B.  Biggley),  after  a  long  absence  from  the  Footlight  Club, 
re-emerged  last  season  as  the  Judge  in  WITNESS  FOR  THE  PROSECUTION, 
a  performance  which  testified  aptly  to  his  fine  talents.  His  performance  as 
the  head  of  World  Wide  Wickets  upholds  that  decision. 

TINA  SULLIVAN  (Rosemary),  a  student  at  the  Leland  Powers  School  of 
Theatre,  has  appeared  with  the  Juniors  in  TOM  JONES.  At  the  PARK 
SCHOOL  she  played  in  SEE  HOW  THEY  RUN,  THE  GLASS  MENAGERIE, 
and  STARDUST. 

HUGH  McDONAGH  (Bratt)  is  an  assistant  principal  with  the  Boston  Public 
Schools  which  means  that  he  brings  a  measure  of  expertise  to  his  role  as  a 
big  company  manager.
